The outdoor academic procession has its antecedents in the medieval European university. The procession 

is designed so that each graduating senior passes before each faculty member one final time before the 
conferring of the degrees. The colorful nature of the procession comes from the academic hoods worn by the 
faculty. The hoods are lined with silk in the official color or colors of the institution that granted the faculty 
member's highest degree. They are trimmed in velvet, the color indicating the discipline to which the degree 
pertains (white for arts and humanities, yellow for science, dark blue for philosophy, green for medicine, pink 
for music, purple for law, and so on). The gown is a symbol of the democracy of scholarship since it covers any 
clothing indicating rank or status. The cap has its own traditions. The first right of a freed Roman slave was 
the privilege of wearing a cap, so the academic cap is the sign of the freedom of scholarship. Mortarboards 
have long been worn but in recent years soft caps or tams and other colorful headgear have gained favor.

ROLAND M. BAUMANN, COLLEGE ARCHIVIST 
AND ADJUNCT PROFESSOR OF HISTORY 
eee 


Roland M. Baumann is retiring after 22 years as the College Archivist and Adjunct Professor of 
History. During his tenure, the Archive's manuscript holdings tripled, student use of materials 
quintupled, over 600 research-finding guides were created, and digitalization allowed scholars from 
around the world to access Oberlin’s irreplaceable documents. He secured important grants and 

gifts that funded preservation efforts, digital access, oral histories, publications, and the Frederick 
B. Artz Summer Scholars Research Program. Mr. Baumann is a founding member of the Academy 

of Certified Archivists, Fellow of the Society of American Archivists, and part-time member of the 
graduate faculty at Kent State University. He is the author of award-winning articles on archival 
administration and American and Oberlin history. Mr. Baumann has contributed to many national, 
state and local organizations and represented Oberlin on the Ohio Historical Records Advisory Board 
and the National Museum of African American History and Culture. He is a member of the Oberlin 
City Records Commission, and former board member of the Oberlin Heritage Center. He received his 
BS degree from the University of Wisconsin, MA from Northern Illinois University, and PhD from 
Pennsylvania State University. 


DAVID BOE, PROFESSOR OF ORGAN 


David Boe has been a key figure in the Conservatory of Music since 1962, when he came to Oberlin as 
a member of the organ faculty. In addition to teaching, he has held several significant administrative 
positions including Associate Dean in 1974, and Dean of the Conservatory from 1976-1990. Mr. Boe 
holds degrees from St. Olaf College and Syracuse University where he studied organ with Arthur 
Poister. As a Fulbright Scholar, Mr. Boe studied with Helmut Walcha at the Staatliche Hochschule fiir 
Musik in Frankfurt, Germany. He returned to Europe in 1968 to study with the Dutch harpsichordist 
and organist, Gustav Leonhardt. Mr. Boe’s areas of research include North European instruments and 
early keyboard temperaments. He has recorded on the Gasparo and Veritas labels. Mr. Boe has taught 
hundreds of well-known organists at Oberlin, including concert organist and fellow faculty member 
James David Christie. Mr. Boe also served as music director and organist for over 40 years at the First 
Lutheran Church in Lorain, Ohio. He retires as the Conservatory’s longest-serving faculty member. 


DAVID CLEETON, ASSOCIATE PROVOST AND PROFESSOR OF ECONOMICS 


During his 28-year tenure at Oberlin College, David Cleeton has taught a variety of applied 
microeconomics courses including financial and public sector economics. Promoted to his current rank 
of professor of economics in 1991, he served two terms as chair of the SCOOT department. For the 
past three years he has acted as associate provost and helped to develop and pen eDe the current | 
strategic plan, particularly by internationalizing Oberlin. Mr. Cleeton has held visting professorships 
at a number of universities including the University of Wisconsin-Madison; University of Strasbourg, 
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France: and Middle East Technical University, Turkey. In 2002, he served as Fulbright Professor of 
EU-U.S. Relations at the College of Europe in Bruges, Belgium. His most recent publication is the 
textbook Financial Economics (Prentice-Hall), coauthored with Zvi Bodie, professor of management 
at Boston University, and Robert C. Merton of the Harvard Business School, co-recipient of the 1997 
Nobel Prize in economics. Mr. Cleeton completed his PhD in economics at Washington University in 
St. Louis in August 1980 and began his Oberlin teaching career the same month. 


GERALD CRAWFORD, PROFESSOR OF SINGING 
AND DIRECTOR OF CONSERVATORY VOCAL STUDIES 


Gerald Crawford joined the Oberlin Conservatory faculty in 1979, teaching voice and Italian diction. 
He has served as director of the Division of Vocal Studies since 1990. Mr. Crawford co-founded the 
highly successful Oberlin Vocal Academy for high school students and the Oberlin in Italy program. 
He has appeared as soloist with the Philadelphia Orchestra at Saratoga Springs, NY and with many 
regional and university orchestras including more than 20 concerts with the Oberlin Orchestra. 

He has recorded on the Mercury, Crescent, Mark IV Records labels. Mr. Crawford earned a BM in 
Voice Performance, an MM in Literature and Performance, and the Performer's Certificate from the 
Eastman School of Music. He sang with the New York City Opera for five seasons before embarking 
on his career in higher education, teaching at Southeastern Louisiana University and Western Illinois 
University before coming to Oberlin. He plans to remain in Oberlin teaching a few students and 
working with the Oberlin Community Music program. 


PHYLLIS GORFAIN, PROFESSOR OF ENGLISH 


In 37 years of teaching English, Phyllis Gorfain has taught over 30 different courses, mainly 
specializing in Shakespearean drama, early modern drama, as well as innovative folklore courses. Her 
teaching is widely praised as enthusiastic, imaginative, and creative. As a teacher of Shakespearean 
and early drama as well as other drama, Ms. Gorfain helped pioneer courses in English emphasizing 
the teaching of drama through performance. Her publications on Shakespeare have appeared in major 
journals such as Shakespeare Studies as well as chosen for republication in anthologies of outstanding 
work in the field. She has served on the editorial board of the Journal of American Folklore and the 
executive board of Shaksper, an online Shakespeare listserv group. Her publications in folklore include 
articles on African myth, folktales and riddles, Pakistani-American henna hand painting, bodylore 

in Shakespeare. Ms. Gorfain served on Oberlin’s first Committee on the Status of Women and helped 
establish the Women’s Studies program, chairing it three times over 20 years. She received her BA 
from Butler University, and the MA and PhD from the University of California, Berkeley. 


WILLIAM HOOD, MILDRED C. JAY PROFESSOR OF ART 


William Hood is retiring after 34 years as a distinguished member of Oberlin’s art history faculty. He 
arrived in 1974, to teach Renaissance art. His areas of expertise expanded to include 17th-century art 
in Italy and Spain, as well as 17th and I8th-century art in France. From 1971 to 1974, Mr. Hood was a 
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Fellow of the American Academy in Rome, writing his PhD dissertation on the l6th-century Venetian 
painter, Titian, under the direction of Donald Posner. Having published articles on Titian and 
problems in 17th-century Roman art, Mr. Hood turned in 1984 to the study of 15th-century Florentine 
art. He was a Fellow of the Harvard University Center for Italian Renaissance Art at Villa I Tatti from 
1984 to 1986 and has twice returned to I Tatti as Visiting Professor. Mr. Hood has written two books, 
Fra Angelico at San Marco (Yale, 1993) and San Marco: The Frescoes (Braziller, 1996), as well as 
essays on problems of loth- and 17th-century Florentine, Venetian and Roman painting and sculpture. 
He received his BFA and MA from the University of Georgia, and his PhD from the Institute of Fine 
Arts at New York University. 


DONALD HUNSINGER, ASSOCIATE PROFESSOR 
OF ATHLETICS AND PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Donald Hunsinger first came to Oberlin for two years in 1970 as assistant football coach and 
returned permanently in 1978. During his long career at Oberlin, Mr. Hunsinger served as director of 
athletics for five years and chairman of the department for four years. He has also served as the head 
football coach, head baseball coach, head tennis coach, and assistant basketball coach for both the 
mens and women’s programs. In 1989, Mr. Hunsinger was named NCAC Coach of the Year for both 
mens and women’s tennis, and in 1997 he was named NCAC women’s tennis Coach of the Year. Mr. 
Hunsinger is a 1964 graduate of Muskingum College and received his master’s degree in education 
from Ohio University in 1966. A native of Boardman, Ohio, Mr. Hunsinger was elected in 1990 to the 
Boardman High School Athletic Hall of Fame. In tribute to his legendary career, the Don Hunsinger 
Tennis Courts, which opened in the fall of 2007, were officially dedicated at the NCAC Conference 
Tournament in Oberlin in April. 


CEAUDIA JONES, ASSOCIATE DIRECTOR OF THE OBERLIN FUND 


Claudia Jones began her Oberlin College career nearly 37 years ago as an assistant in the Provost's 
office, working with Federal grants and contracts by assisting faculty with their applications to Federal 
agencies. She eventually moved to the office of Development and Alumni Affairs in 1976, working 

with the Annual Fund. As its first assistant director, she coordinated the activities of the class agent 
program. As associate director, Ms. Jones had responsibility for class and conservatory agents for 
classes past their 45th reunion; was liaison to the gift committees for the 45th, 55th, and 60th reunions; 
managed the matching gift program; and provided statistical analyses for the department. She is known 
for her charitable spirit and exceptional abilities. A graduate of Oberlin High School, she serves on 

the boards of the Girl Scouts of Northeast Ohio, the Lorain County Community Foundation, and the 
scholarship committee of the Community Health Partners Foundation. 


RODERIC KNIGHT, PROFESSOR OF ETHNOMUSICOLOGY 


Roderic Knight is retiring after 32 years in the Conservatory. His teaching career began earlier, in 
1964, with a Peace Corps assignment to teach Western music in Sierra Leone, upon graduation from 
the University of California, Santa Barbara. He later returned to Africa for research on Mandinka 
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music of The Gambia and completed his MA and PhD degrees at the University of California, Los 
Angeles. At Oberlin, Mr. Knight taught Introduction to Ethnomusicology every semester, while 
rotating through five area courses, two seminars, and three ensembles: Javanese Gamelan, Indian 
Music, and his specialty, the Mandinka Ensemble, featuring kora (harp) music from The Gambia. 
He also conducted field research in India and the Caribbean. His publications include articles in 
Ethnomusicology, Asian Music, The World of Music, Selected Reports, The New Grove Dictionary 
of Music, and recordings, including an early anthology of kora music, the first solo album by a kora 
virtuoso, Tribal Music of India, and video documentaries, Baiga Dances, Mande Music and Dance, 
and Village and Town Music of India and Nepal. 


GARY LEE NELSON, PROFESSOR OF ELECTRONIC AND COMPUTER MUSIC 


Gary Lee Nelson is internationally recognized in the field of computer and electronic music. His 
distinguished career includes work at Bell Labs, the Swedish Radio Electronic Music Studios, and the 
Institute for Research and Coordination of Acoustics and Music in Paris. He has served as composer- 
in-residence and guest researcher at the University of Melbourne, Hong Kong Baptist University, 
Moscow Conservatory of Music, and Yunnan State University in China, among others. He served 
for 30 years as chair of Oberlin’s Computer Music and Digital Arts program. Mr. Nelson uses 
“hyperinstruments’ that consist of a computer, a set of digital synthesizers, a performance interface, 
and software for linking them all together. He chooses the MIDI horn for his solo performances—a 
digital wind instrument. A Macintosh computer and an array of synthesizers complete his concert 
setup, which he has used in more than 200 performances worldwide. Mr. Nelson earned a Bachelor 
of Music in composition and performance at Youngstown State University, a PhD in composition 

at Washington University, and attended the University of Utrecht’s Institute of Sonology, where he 
began his study of electronic and computer music. 


WILLIAM NORRIS, PROFESSOR OF SOCIOLOGY 


Bill Norris came to Oberlin in 1978 after receiving his PhD in sociology from Harvard University, 
where his research centered on poverty and grassroots organizing in squatter settlements in Brazil, 
the Brazilian transition to democracy, land tenure, political participation and provision of urban 
services among settlement populations. He taught courses at Oberlin in urban sociology, Latin 
American politics, social theory, and sociology of development. He chaired the sociology department 
and the Standing Committee on Pluralism and Equality, which oversees issues of concern to minority 
communities at Oberlin. More recently, he was the founding chair of the new Comparative American 
Studies program and created new courses on topics of gender and sexuality. He published the first 
study of lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgendered people at Oberlin in 1991, “Liberal Attitudes and 
Homophobic Acts: The Paradoxes of Homosexual Experience in a Liberal Institution.” He served as 
advisor to the Lambda Union and received a Q award from the Oberlin Lambda Alumni in 2007 for his 
work. He earned his BA from the University of Arizona, and M.A. from the University of Florida. 
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BRUCE RICHARDS, PROFESSOR OF PHYSICS AND ASTRONOMY 
I ee 


Bruce Richards, a 1961 Oberlin graduate, joined the faculty in 1967 after earning his PhD at the 
University of California, Berkeley. He has also held visiting appointments at Case Western Reserve 
University, the University of Washington, and NASA Glenn Research Center. Mr. Richards has 
published papers and given conference presentations on elementary particle physics and acoustics. 

A versatile teacher, he has taught all of the courses in the core physics curriculum. For students not 
majoring in science, he has also taught diverse courses such as “Poet's Physics,” How Things Work, 
The Physics and Psychology of Time, and Musical Acoustics. A gifted and trusted administrator, he 
has served the College as chair of the Physics and Astronomy department, Associate Dean of Arts and 
Sciences, and Presiding Officer of the Arts and Sciences faculty. Over the years he has been elected 

to all the faculty governance committees and chaired a number of important ad hoc committees, 
including those that drafted Oberlin’s first affirmative action plan and examined Oberlin’s compliance 
with federal legislation on access for disabled students. As chair of the Assessment Committee, he 
helped college departments develop student learning assessment tools. He is an avid tennis player and 
amateur musician. 


DIANA ROOSE, SECRETARY OF THE COLLEGE 


Over the past 20 years, Diana Roose has served the College in many capacities. She began as 
Assistant Dean of the College of Arts and Sciences from 1985 to 1990, when she left to become 
research director for 9to5, the National Association of Working Women. In 1994, Ms. Roose returned 
to Oberlin as Assistant to President Nancy Dye. In that role, Ms. Roose coordinated the work of the 
first strategic plan of the Dye years. This plan resulted in a partnership between the College and 
Oberlin City Schools that has greatly benefited the Oberlin community and led to the creation of the 
Oberlin High School Scholarship Program and the Graduate Teacher Education Program. Ms. Roose 
served in the President's office until 2007, when she succeeded Bob Haslun, former Secretary of the 
College, upon his retirement. She is the author of the book, Teach Us to Live: Stories from Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki, published in October 2007. In addition to her College duties, she has served on the 
Oberlin City Council, currently serves on Kendal at Oberlin’s Board of Trustees, and is active in the 


Oberlin Friends Meeting. 


LASZLO SCHOLZ, PROFESSOR OF HISPANIC STUDIES 


Laszlo Scholz has taught Hispanic Studies at Oberlin since 1989. Born and educated in Hungary, 
Professor Scholz received his BA, MA, PhD from Eotvos Lorand University, Budapest, and has spent 
long periods of time living in Cuba, Peru, and Spain. In addition to his versatile teaching, Mr. Scholz’s 
research focuses primarily on Latin American fiction, short story analysis, and literary translation 
theory and practice. He has introduced new courses at Oberlin on topics such as 20th century 
nouvelle, Latin American autobiography, and modern Peruvian fiction. He published four books, and 
translated into Hungarian a long list of authors from the Spanish-speaking world including Cortazar, 
Carpentier, Cela, Borges, Vargas Llosa, Garcia Marquez, Reyes, Unamuno, Ortega y Gasset. For his 
translations, Mr. Scholz was awarded several national prizes and major state recognition in Spain. 
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DENNISON SMITH, NORMAN D. HENDERSON PROFESSOR OF NEUROSCIENCE 


Dennison Smith is retiring after 39 years on Oberlin’s faculty. He joined the Psychology department 
in 1969, after completing his PhD at the University of Massachusetts. Mr. Smith was a founder 

of Oberlin's Neuroscience program and has served repeatedly as chair. His neuropharmacological 
research has focused on topics including addiction, learning and memory, and Parkinson's disease, 
and he has published papers on those and other subjects. Mr. Smith’s research is supported by 
grants from National Institutes of Health, National Science Foundation, and Grass Foundation. In 
1998, he was one of the first recipients of the College's distinguished teaching award. His focus on 
teaching neuroscience at the undergraduate level led him to co-found the Faculty for Undergraduate 
Neuroscience (FUN), a group dedicated to supporting faculty and fostering undergraduate research. 
Mr. Smith served as president of FUN and is one of two people to receive FUN's lifetime achievement 
award. He has been a consultant and program reviewer for undergraduate programs throughout the 
country, councilor for the Association of Neuroscience Departments and Programs, and member of 
the Minority Education and Training Committee of the Society for Neuroscience. Mr. Smith has been 
active in the Oberlin community, as member and president of the Oberlin Board of Education. 


JANICE ZINSER, MCCANDLESS PROFESSOR OF FRENCH AND ITALIAN 


Janice Zinser joined the Oberlin faculty in 1972. She has taught all levels of French from introductory 
language to advanced literature and linguistics. Ms. Zinser has also pursued research in medieval 
French and Provencal lyric poetry, late medieval dialogue genres, and the authors Guillaume de 
Machaut, Alain Chartier, Christine de Pisan, and Francois Villon. Throughout her career, she has 
loved teaching in the classroom and working each year with a new set of students and their ideas. 

Her knowledge of French language and literature and her passion for teaching exemplifies Oberlin’s 
tradition of outstanding teacher-scholars. Ms. Zinser’s service to the College has also been exemplary. 
She chaired the department of Romance Languages for five years, the department of French and Italian 
for six years, and served as convener of the Modern Languages Advisory Committee. She has been 
repeatedly elected to the College Faculty Council and the General Faculty Planning Committee, and 
has long been a member of the Executive Council of the Friends of the Oberlin College Library. She 
served on the boards of the Association of Departments of Foreign Languages and the International 


Machaut Society. She received her BA from the University of Maryland in 1964, and PhD from the 
University of Wisconsin in 1977. 
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CANDIDATES FOR THE ALUMNI MEDAL 


CARL READ GERBER, AB ‘58 


Carl Read Gerber 58 has been an active member of the Oberlin Alumni Association for 40 years. He 
helped organize an alumni club in the District of Columbia and in 2001, he received the Oberlin Club 
of Washington Honors award. He was the Alumni Association president in 1972-73 and member of 
the executive board in 1969-75 and 1983-89. He has been a class officer for 25 years and served as the 
planning chair for his 50th reunion. He received the Distinguished Service Award from the Alumni 
Association in 2001. 


Mr. Gerber organized a series of symposia for the College's sesquicentennial in 1983, on 
multiculturalism, bioethics, and a retrospective look at the 1950's. He has presented colloquia, 
lectured to Oberlin classes, and served on the Environmental Policy Advisory Group. A member of the 
Allen Memorial Art Museum's visiting committee and now its chair, he has donated a number of works 
to the Art Museum and endowed a fund for the purchase of contemporary art. 


Mr. Gerber graduated from Oberlin in 1958 with a major in chemistry and earned a Master of Science 
degree in inorganic chemistry at the University of Wisconsin in 1960. His professional career focused 
primarily on the management of research and development programs and interactions between 
science, technology and public policy, concentrating on energy and the environment. He held senior 
management and policy positions at NASA's Lewis Laboratory, the Atomic Energy Commission, 
Environmental Protection Agency, National Science Foundation, President's Office of Science and 
Technology Policy, Radiation Policy Council, Brookings Institution, and the Commission on Critical 
Choices for Americans.

JAQUITA ROBINSON WILLIS 


Jaquita Robinson Willis is the recipient of the Award for Distinguished Service to the Community. 
A warm, energetic, and generous person, she is one of Oberlin’s key bridge people who collaborate 
effectively across lines of race, class, and gender to build and maintain coalitions for progressive 


change in our community. 


Over the past 30 years, Ms. Willis has volunteered in a remarkable array of community organizations, 
including the Oberlin Early Childhood Center, Oberlin Black Alliance for Progress, African American 
Genealogy and History Group, the annual Juneteenth celebration, Girl Scouts of America, and 

Lorain County and Ohio Alliances of Black School Educators. She played a major role on the Oberlin 
Community Technology Committee, which launched The Bridge, Oberlin’s award-winning community 
technology center in 2000. 


Ms. Willis has devoted special attention to Oberlin youth and the economically needy. She has worked 
tirelessly on behalf of the public schools—heading school levy campaigns, serving on planning teams 
and advisory panels, and coordinating Oberlin Goes Back to School, a program through which local 
merchants provide K-12 students with free school supplies each year. During recent summers she 
volunteered as co-director of a playground program for the City Recreation Department. She has 
served on the city’s recreation commission since 2002, and is currently chair. She is also president of 
the board of directors of Oberlin Community Services. Her generosity flows from her dedication to 
making Oberlin a better place for all its residents. 
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HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


STUART CARD, AB ‘66, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


Stuart Card ‘66 is a senior research fellow at the Xerox Palo Alto Research Center. His study of input 
devices led to the Fitts's Law characterization of the mouse and was a major factor leading to the 
commercial introduction of the computer mouse. He is currently developing a supporting science of 
human-information interaction and visual-semantic prototypes to aid sensemaking. 


Dr. Card's user interface group has developed theoretical characterizations of human-machine 
interaction, including the Model Human Processor, the GOMS theory of user interaction, information 
foraging theory, and statistical descriptions of Internet use. The work of his group has resulted ina 
dozen Xerox products as well as contributing to the founding of three software companies, Inxight 
Software, Outride, and Content Guard. 


Dr. Card is a fellow of the Association for Computing Machinery (ACM), recipient of the ACM 
Computer-Human Interaction (CHI) Lifetime Achievement Award, and member of the ACM CHI 
Academy and the National Academy of Engineering. He received the 2007 Bower Award and Prize for 
Achievement in Science for fundamental contributions to the fields of human-computer interaction and 
information visualization. He is a co-author of The Psychology of Human-Computer Interaction, and 
his most recent book, Readings in Information Visualization, was published in 1999. He has been an 
adjunct faculty member at Stanford University. Dr. Card earned a BA degree in physics at Oberlin 
College and a PhD degree in psychology at Carnegie Mellon University. 


CHARLENE DREW JARVIS, AB 62, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


Charlene Drew Jarvis is a native of Washington, D.C., a former elected official, scientist, and ninth 
president of Southeastern University. Appointed in 1996, she is the first woman to hold the presidency. 
She believes that government, business, and higher education must work together in order to build 
a stronger economy and has strengthened the university curriculum to produce graduates who are 
critical thinkers able to meet the challenges in today’s marketplace and in society. 


Dr. Jarvis serves as chair of the Consortium of Universities of the Washington Metropolitan Area 
and teaches a graduate seminar in public administration, focusing on the District of Columbia 

government. She is a nationally recognized speaker on legislative policy, health science, and economic 
issues and has received more than 100 awards for her professional and civic accomplishments and 
leadership. In 2007, she was named one of the most powerful people in Washington by Washingtonian 
magazine, which also selected her one of “The 1999 Washingtonians of the Year.’ The Womens 
Business Center has honored her for her outstanding support of women-owned businesses. 


One of the longest-serving members of the City Council of the District of Columbia, Dr. Jarvis 
chaired the Committee on Economic Development and the Board of the Washington Metropolitan 
Council of Governments. She spearheaded efforts to increase revenues to answer the city’s financial 
crisis and introduced legislation that paved the way for the new Verizon Center and Convention 
Center, both of which created jobs and increased business and tax revenues for the District. 
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Dr. Jarvis earned a BA at Oberlin, MA at Howard University, and a Ph.D. in neuropsychology at the 
University of Maryland. The daughter of Dr. Charles R. Drew, the noted blood bank pioneer, she has 
conducted brain research at the National Institute of Mental Health and is an advocate for science and 


health education. 


JAMES MCBRIDE, BA '79, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES AND DOCTOR OF MUSIC 


James McBride's memoir, The Color of Water, is an American classic that spent more than two years 
on the New York Times bestseller list, has been published in more than 16 languages, and is required 
reading in many high schools and colleges. 


Mr. McBride's debut novel, Miracle at St. Anna, is the story of a friendship between an African 
American soldier and an Italian boy in Tuscany, Italy during World War II, and based on the true 
experiences of the all-black 92nd Division Regiment. It is being made into a film by American 
filmmaker Spike Lee, written by McBride under Lee's tutelage, to be released by Disney/ Touchstone. 
Mr. McBride's newest novel, Song Yet Sung, is the story of an escaped female runaway slave who is 
haunted by dreams of the future as she eludes a slave catcher in pre-civil war Maryland. 


Mr. McBride is also an accomplished tenor saxophonist and songwriter. He has performed with 

Little Jimmy Scott, Carla Cook, and Rachelle Ferrell, and has written songs for Anita Baker, Grover 
Washington Jr., Gary Burton, Everett Harp, and the PBS television character, Barney. He received the 
1993 Stephen Sondheim Award and 1994 ASCAP Richard Rodgers Award for his work as a musical 
theater composer. 


A former staff writer for the Washington Post, People Magazine, and the Boston Globe, his work has 
also appeared in Essence, Rolling Stone, and the New York Times. His 2007 National Geographic story, 
“Hip Hop Planet,” is a respected treatise on African American music and culture. Mr. McBride is a 
Brooklyn native and graduate of New York City public schools. He studied composition at Oberlin’s 
Conservatory of Music and received his Masters in Journalism from Columbia University. He is 
currently Distinguished Writer in Residence at New York University. 


GAYATRI CHAKRAVORTY SPIVAK, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


Gayatri Chakravorty Spivak is University Professor and Director of the Institute for Comparative 
Literature and Society at Columbia University. She is one of the most distinguished and influential 
scholars in fields as diverse as postcolonial studies, Third World feminism, continental feminist 
theory, Marxist theory, subaltern studies, development studies, Latin American Studies, and Ethics 
and Public Policy. Her many published works resonate with scholars in history, feminism, political 
economy, philosophy, development, translation, and literary theory. 


Dr. Spivak is closely associated with the arrival of deconstruction and post-structuralist analysis 

in the Anglo-American academy. Her work is marked by a critical intelligence that refuses to accept 
unquestioningly any of the “sacred cows” of postcolonial theories, feminism, or Marxism. Apart from 
her pedagogy for social transformation, she has been active in teacher training on the grassroots 
level in aboriginal and Dalit West Bengal and Bangladesh. She is active in the international women’s 
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movement and the struggle for ecological justice, and sees education in the humanities as the best 
lasting weapon to combat imperialism at every level. 


Dr. Spivak received her BA at the University of Calcutta and her MA and PhD from Cornell. She was 
the first Andrew W. Mellon Professor of English at the University of Pittsburgh and has taught at 
Brown, University of Texas UC Santa Cruz, Université Paul Valéry, Jawaharlal Nehru University, 
Stanford, Emory, University of British Columbia, Goethe Universitat, and Riyadh University. 
Formerly the Avalon Foundation Professor in the Humanities at Columbia, she has been a Kent 
Fellow and a Guggenheim Fellow as well as a fellow of the National Humanities Institute, Center for 
the Humanities at Wesleyan, Humanities Research Center at the Australian National University, 
Center for the Study of Social Sciences (Calcutta), Davis Center for Historical Studies (Princeton), 
Rockefeller Foundation (Bellagio) and the Tagore Fellowship at India’s Maharaja Sayajirao University 
of Baroda. 


FAREED ZAKARIA, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


Fareed Zakaria was named editor of Newsweek International in 2000, overseeing all Newsweek's 
editions abroad. He also writes a regular column for Newsweek, which also appears in Newsweek 
International and fortnightly in the Washington Post. Starting this year, he will host a new foreign 
affairs show on CNN Worldwide. 


Dr. Zakaria was the managing editor of Foreign Affairs, the widely circulated journal of international 
politics and economics. He is the author of several books, including The Future of Freedom, a New 
York Times bestseller that has been translated into 20 languages. His new book, The Post American 
World, was published in May of 2008. 


Dr. Zakaria has won several awards for his columns and essays, in particular for his October 2001 
Newsweek cover story, Why They Hate Us.” In 1999, he was named ‘one of the 21 most important 
people of the 21st Century” by Esquire Magazine. In 2007, he was named one of the 100 leading public 
intellectuals in the world by Foreign Policy and Prospect magazines. He serves on the boards of Yale 
University, Council on Foreign Relations, Trilateral Commission, and Shakespeare & Company. He 
earned a BA at Yale and a PhD in political science at Harvard.
